SAN FIIANCIKCO, March 23.—About 9.30 


o'clock this morning a man entered the 
branch oflice of the San Francisco Sav- 
ings Union tit Market and Folk streets, 
ami walking over to Cashier William A. 
Herrick 1m presented a note, demanding 
money. The note stated that if the Ue- 
maiid wiis refused the bearer would blow 
the building to everlasting nothingness. 
At the bottom of the paper was a rudely 
sketched skull and cross bones in red 
ink. The cashier handed the paper 
back, shaking his head, whereupon the 
deripunulo drew a pistol and fired, miss- 
ing Jiifi mark. 


Herrick drew a pistol and returned, 


the shot, nlBO missing. Then the fellow 
shot a second time, the bullet striking 
Hcrriek in the heart, causing instant 
detitli. In the mean time the bookkeeper. 
G. S. Mclvin, hud secured a pistol and 
opened lire upon the fleering murderer, 
as was afterwards found, with good 
effect. The HSBUHBIII ran, pursued by a 
crowd, but was captured a short distance 
from the ecenc and placed under arrest. 


On being taken to the city prison he 


gave bis mime an Fred itonncmcnt and 
said he came here from Denver last 
week. llu had been seriously wounded 
by Melvin'tj hulluls, one striking his 
temple near the eyo, the other lodging 
in the'left shoulder.

Chinese Disposed to Obey 


the Law. 


THE

TREATY 


The Administration Surprised That 


Opposition Has Already 


Developed. 


WASHINGTON, March 
24. — About 


March 1st the commissioner of internal 
revenue sent a circular letter to each of 
the sixty-three internal revenue collec- 
tors in the United States directing them 
to report at once the number of China- 
men in their district who had applied 
to register under the act of May 5,1892, 
as amended hy the act of November 
3,1803, and whether there would be a 
general compliance with the laws. Ahout 
lifty of the collectors have already re- 
plied, and with the exception of one 
collector, who docs not answer the last 
question, all reports state the Chinese 
ar« disposed to register as the laws direct. 
In California according to the census of 
1890, there were 72,472 Chinese, of 
which 27,954 have registered. In other 
states the percentage of those registered 
is much larger. 


WASIUXOTOX, March 23.—The admin- 


istration is greatly surprised that oppo- 
sition to the now Chinese treaty has Al- 
ready developed. It is felt that some of 
the criticisms which have been passed 
upon the new treaty are unreasonable, 
or else have been made under u mis- 
conception of the exact scope of the in- 
strument. Such, for instances, is said 
to be the statement that the treaty opens 
the way to fraud in that it will permit 
Chinese who leave the United States 
with the express determination to rev- 
turn, to sell their papers to other 
Chinese and thus keep up a stream of 
immigration. As a matter of fact the 
treaty enforces the closest examination 
at immigration ports and the oflicers 
may frame their regulations regarding 
the idenity of Chinese returning to 
America with such completeness as to 
make it absolutely impossible for any 
Bubstitution to take place and thus in- 
sure the country 
against the fur-

HIGH SCHOOL SENATE. 


Senator Mott's Bill Passed by a 


Small Majority. 


Last evening the High School senate 


met in regular session, with President 
James L. Dana, presiding. In response 
to roll call each senator gave quotations 
from Daniel Webster. The minutes of 
the previous meeting were rend and ap- 
proved with a few corrections. 


Senator O. K. Motl's bill was then 


discussed. 


Senator Mott himself opened the de- 


bate. Jlc inferred to the deficiency in 
our treasury lust year and thought that 
bis bill would make up the deficit, and 
place the tax where it will bo least felt. 
"Onu of the principles of taxation," 
said the Senator, "is that taxes shall be 
levied where they are least felt by the 
payers." Mr. i\!ott is a supporter of the 
Wilson bill, and since he thinks it will 
become a law, he expects a greater de- 
ficit in our treasury the coming year. 


The Republican side contended that 
the hill would to some degree lessen the 
incentive for gaining wealth, which is 
really the cause of the spread of civiliza- 
tion. They also thonghtthat ouruovern 
ment could secure revenues by other 
means in protecting home industries.

says: 


A good many honest people believe 


[hill the value of thisdepn-ciaU'd money 
•an he increaped by letting it be coined 
without limit. They believe that the 
'imitations at present, placed on tho 
:oinage of silver are keeping the price 
of that metal down, and that the re- 
noval of those limitations will immedi- 
itely tend silver bounding upward in 
:>ric.e. It is a novel idea in economics 
iliat restricting the volume of anything 
will decrease its value and that swelling 
;he volume will increase its relative 
value. 


That is about the rankest piece of so- 


phistry we have seen for some time. 
The Times endeavors to make a point 
[gainst silver by ignoring all distinction 
between bullion and coin, but that sort 
of argument is not calculated to deceive 
anyone who gives it a moment's thought. 
Considered merely from a mercantile 
standpoint we hardly think the Times 
will deny that an increase in the output 
of any manufactured article is calculated 
to increase the demand for and enhance 
;he price of the raw material from 
which such article ia manufactured. 
The iact that the government stamp 
upon the silver dollar prevents a decline 
in value of that manufactured article is 
all the more reason why an increase of 
coinage would raise the price bullion 
silver.

same.

Board of Supervisors will be of interest, 
This statement begins with February 
1, 1893, and ends with January 31, 1894, 
the items of which run all the way from 
$2.15 to fl905.GO. The Bums total are as 
follows:

This it will he noticed does not in- 


clude the salaries of ihe superior judges, 
ihe district attorney and deputies, the 
Bin-riff and deputies, the county clerk 
and deputii'9 and other expcn^cM con- 
tingent to conducting the courty, but is 
a f u l l account of the expenses for one 
year with legan^to certain parts of the 
public service, which will give taxpayers 
an insight into the present condition of 
affairs. 


This showing is amply Htiilicient to in- 


dicate that thin is neither time nor 
place for creating new judicial town- 
ships ; increasing the numlier of justices, 
constables and minor courts. On the 
contrary it indicates tho necessity of 
lopping off these expenses, anil that an 
t-iirncHl and honest effort be made lo re- 
duce the public burden to the very low- 
est point the coming year. 


There are other matters where econ- 


omy may be practiced to the public ad- 
vantage, and where it muse be prar.ticud 
because of an empty treasury ami the 
scant funds in the pockets with which 
lo replenish it. Tho hoard of supervis- 
ors now has tho problem ol economy 
ami retrenchment before it for solution, 
ami that coin lion must be immediate 
and tliu reform radical in its character.

Sincio, double and triple cir- 
cle bnaqucs dispute favor succcBBfully 
with nil attempts to revive tho old style 
of basque cut in one with the waist. 
Tho "Salisbury" IniB a circle basque 
with the trinimiiit; arranged to pivc 
the effect of three, and the circle effect 
is still carried out in the cpauleta which 
surmount the sleeve puffs. The model 
ia suitable for all seasonable dreea fab- 
rics, and is most effective if two materi- 
als bo used for it.
